2. Further, Tanekawa hydrolyzes yeast cells using alkali, but tEs is for obtaining a yeast extract 
(i.e., yeast somatic components). In Tanekawa, the yeast extract is not subjected to alkaU 
hydrolysis, but to enzymatic hydrolysis to increase GMP (column 5, line 62 through column 



3. Sato teaches recovery of polyamine. Sato disclosesTreatment with a sodium hydroxide
